Two views of Hungarian refugees 


On October 23, 1956, the world was 
startled by the news of an uprising in 
Communist Hungary. The people of 
that land, tired of the regime under 
Red masters, sought to throw off the 
galling yoke that restrained them. The 
outcomes are well known to us today: 
after five days of liberty the revolt 
was crushed, multitudes lost their 
lives, beautiful buildings and valuable 
property was ruthlessly destroyed, 
and the Hungarian people have found 
themselves as rigidly bound as ever. 

Our District evangelists, Richard 
and Carola Ruff were in Europe at 
the time of the Hungarian uprisings, 
and of course had occasion to contact 
some of the refugees who streamed 
into Vienna, Austria. They were pro- 
foundly stirred by the need and re- 
sponsiveness of these people, and it is 
their purpose to return to Vienna this 
summer and to include the evangel- 


ization of Hungarian refugees in their 
ministry. ‘They have obtained a spe- 
cial government permit that gives 
them free access into the refugee 
camps. Ministering with the Ruffs 
will be Noel Wilson, youngest son of 
Assistant Secretary R. A. Wilson. Noel 
will be returning to continue his stud- 
ies in Bethany Bible College in the 
fall season. 

Most assuredly the plight and needs 
of the Hungarian refugees are impres- 
sive.. Out of a group that numbered 
175,000, only a handful have found 
homes in America, Canada or West- 
ern Europe. The remainder are still 
existing in camps throughout Europe. 
A great part of the work on their be- 
half thus far has been only emergency, 
stop-gap measures. 

The pathos of the status of these 
people is illustrated by a little inci- 
dent reported by Brother Ruff. Dur- 
ing the course of his meetings in Salz-

burg, Austria, a party of Hungarian 
refugees on their way to a camp halt- 
ed their march and came into the serv- 
ice. Brother Ruff, with the help of 
others, ministered to them and before 
long the entire party, which numbered 
about 30 people, signified their de- 
sire to give their hearts to the Lord. 
There was a precious time of prayer 
and communion with God as each one 
prayed through to what was obviously 
a definite experience with the Lord. 
At the close of the service Brother 
Ruff suggested that the group sing 
a hymn in an expression of praise to 
their new-found Saviour. After some 
embarrassment it was discovered that 
not a single convert was in any man- 
ner acquainted with any type of Gos- 
pel hymn or song. Finally, some-one 
suggested that they sing their nation- 
al anthem, so that is what they did.

During services 
their devotion will scarcely allow them 
to miss a “service,” and they abound 
in enthusiasm that at times is con- 
tagious and powerful: They seeming- 
ly are never daunted by success or 
failure, gain or loss, but with effer- 
vescent expectation they continue to 
practice their “worship.” 

Their consecration is very deep, and 
very very real. They have the tes- 
timony of having actually left homes, 
jobs, and loved ones for their “relig- 
jon.” They face the ire of irate wives 
with equanimity, the wrath of bosses 
with a smile, and the threat of indig- 
nation from friends with unperturbed 
calm. 

On some occasions they become ex- 
tremely fanatical during “services.” 
Many have been known to become so 
in the grip of the “spirit of the meet- 
ing” that they have become trance- 
like, or even passed into semi-con- 
sciousness. They leap and jump in 
the ecstasy of the moment during 
“service;’ shout, laugh, dance, and 
become so weak from hilarity they 
fall on the floor and roll! Many are 
devoted students, They give long 
hours of concentrated study to the 
“doctrines and forms” of their religion. 
In the absorption of such study they 
have offended friends and loved ones 
alike. Avid readers of tracts, they

often purchase them, and eagerly per- 
use them for scraps and fragments 
that might mean “good news” to them. 

They never fail to bring an “offer- 
ing” to service to give.

In fact, 
sacrificial giving is the rule rather 
than the exception.

The “pastor” and his staff have 
been known to serve eighteen or twen- 
ty hours per day during “revivals” 
and still they are earnestly seeking 
to make more converts by any means 
whatsoever.

Perhaps you can add 
to what has been written when I tell 
you that in San Bruno this Center is 
known as the: TANFORAN RACE 
TRACK!

figure to one million by 1960.

Tithing Texas Oilman 
Gives $2,000,000 

Toddie Lee Wynne, a Texas oilman, 
turned over $2,000,000 to his church 
as a tithe after selling his petroleum 
company interests in a multi-million 
dollar deal. President of the Amer- 
ican Liberty Oil Company, Wynne 
signed final papers transferring Amil- 
co stock to American Petrofina, Inc. 
of New York. 

The gross transaction reportedly 
involved an estimated $35,000,000, 
and Wynne will get about $20,000,000 
after payment of outstanding debts. 
Ten percent of the net, about $2,000,- 
000 was given to the Texas Presbyte- 
rian Foundation. 


Marriage and Our Life Span 

It is a fact today that for both men 
and women, marriage increases life 
expectancy significantly. Statisticians 
have reported: that recent scientific 
gains in reducing the hazards of child- 
bearing have made the death rate 
among married women lower than 
that of their single sisters at every age 
level. At some age levels the death 
rate for married men is less than half 
that of unmarried men of the same 
age. 


Communist Christmas 

We have heretofore called atten- 
tion to the efforts of some school au- 
thorities to “soft-pedal” the Christmas 
carols with a view to finally eliminat- 
ing them entirely from Christmas pro- 
grams.

500,000 in US Going Blind 
and Don't Know It 

According to a recent release from 
the National Society for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness, something like 500,- 
000 men and women in the United 
States are slowly going blind and do 
not know it. These are the victims 
of a progressive eye disease known 
as glaucoma, which has blinded 40,- 
000 Americans and partially blinded 
another 150,000.
